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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Patricia Ades on October 28, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 24-39 and 57-59 were cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The Examiner is hereby relying on the reasons given by the Applicants as to why 
the claims are patentable over Patel '862, Patel '262, and Kearns; see pages 13 to 16 of 
the response filed July 1 3, 2004, which is incorporated herein by reference. Although 
the Examiner does not agree with every reason set forth in Applicants' traversal, the 
Examiner asserts that are a plurality of reasons why the Section 103 rejections set forth 
in the previous Office action are not tenable. 

Upon reviewing the prior art of record, the Examiner considered Bruns (US 
4,737,322) to be relevant to the claimed invention. However, Bruns fails to disclose a 
coating of polyimide and instead uses a solid haptic of polyimide. In the Examiner's 
opinion, Bruns would not render the claimed invention unpatentable because Bruns 
needs the haptics to be stiff and autoclavable (i.e. high temperature resistance); see 
column 3, lines 37-64. Therefore, the Examiner asserts that it would not have been 
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obvious to use a coating of polyimide because the heat resistance and other desirable 

physical properties would not necessarily be transferred to the device with a coating. 

This is due to the fact that a coating is only on the surface and not throughout the 

thickness of the haptic. Therefore, the underlying material may not be heat resistant or 

have the stiffness desired by Bruns. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 

than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 

accompany the issue fee.
